1706, 


ELL, Gentlemen, now you have 

a Proteftant Wind, and after 

impatient Waiting, our Fleet 

and Army are fail’d with a frefi Eafterly 

Gale, to make an Attempt of carrying this 
feditious War into our Enemies Country. 

Now you may quickly ex pe& to have all 
your Conje@ures fettled, your Doubts con- 
cluded, and the grand Queftion, where 

are they going, an{wer’d ? 

Now we fhall fee the Effeéts af a Vitory 
in Flanders while the Troops of France 
fhall not be fufficient to defend their Coafts 
from the Jnfults of fo {mall a Force,as 20000 
Men. 

And now fay fome Gentlemen very hear- 
tily, down goes the French King 5 1 confels, 
reducing the French Power, feems a thing 
more in View now, than ever I thought 


as 


reafonable to expeét ; and I cannot tell 
what to fay to Monfieur the King of France, 
if he does not give Peace to Europe now, 
according to his own haughty Phrafe ; and 
that upon their own Terms, he may foon 
have no Peace or no Pkace in Europe, 
to hide his Head,. from ‘the juft Re- 
fentments of his victorious Neighbours, or 
his oppreft People. 

Well then, fays another, now you are 
come over to the Point of depofing him— 
I am come over to juft where I wasat firft ; 
if hé obftinately ftands out like a Town 
befieg’d to the laft Extremity, he muft be 
taken by Storm But if he ftoops to 
Conditions, if he fubmits to difgorge his 
affum’d Power, and reftore both his own 
People and his Neighbours; if he feeks 
Peace, and offcrs Liberty and peralee 

the 
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the Doétrine is the fame, the Chains of 
Europe are broke, and the End ofthe War 
anfwer'd. 

This is Depofing his Power, and without 
which Depofing his Perfon, would be of 
no Effe&t; and therefore I am ftill on the 
fame point ; ’tis Peace and Liberty we fight 
for, and which we muft have ; if the King 
of France fhuts his Eyes againft it, he takes 
the Confequence upon himfelfs; but if he 
concedes it to your full Demands; how can 
you carry on the War ? 

Indeed, I thoughtto have faid no more 
to this inatter ; but the prefent Crilis of 


Affairs, the Fleet fail’d, and the Hand of js 


Strength ftretch’d out againft France, bring 
me abottt afthoft by Force to fay fomething, 
by which I fhall explain my Meaning as to 
the Treatment the French King ought to 
meet with from this Nation. 

Mr. Obfervator and J, meaning the fame 
thing all the while, have argued Pro & 
Com, what fhall be done with this great Le- 


- wiathan, whom God Almighty in Mercy to 


the World has touch’d by his Finger, and 
deliver’d up to be {tourg’d by the Kings of 
the Earth. 

Depofe him, fays Mr. 0b/ervator, and his 
Bifhoprick let another take, muzzle him, 
fays. honeft Roger—And the like. 


Make Peace with him, fayI, for we fight | 


for Peace and Liberty, now, that Mr. Ob- 
fervator, Roger, and my felf, may fet our 
Meaning all right, aad. tell the World, 
what really is the Sence of this; I defire 


to propofe my Scheme as a*Medium, by’ 


which all the reft will be explained. 

Peace is without doubt the only juft End 
of War ; and what weall fight for, as [have 
already prov’d 
the Bafis of Liberty and. Trade, never fight 
for Conqueft, nor ever commence offentive 
War——Befides, our fighting ina Con- 


-federacy, is protefted to be only to reftore 


the Peace and Liberty of Europe ; of which 
I have given feveral tnftances. 

But I hope, no Man’éan think my Peace 
Yhould be fuch a precarious Trifle, as fome 
formerly have been,under the Pretence and 
Prote@tion of which an afpiring, ambitious 
‘Tyrant thay encroaclr upon his own or his 
‘Neighbours Subjects. 


Nations that ftandon — 


Nor can I fuppofe, that if hisown Ine 
tereft and common Prudence does not guide 
him to SUBMITIN TIME, you fhould not 
goon in the Profecution of fo juft a War, 


to difpoffefs him of all Mannerof Power, | 


Crown,Government,nay and Life too ; and 
give him thacdue Punishment, that Juftice 
fhall alot to the Invader of Nations, De- 
ftroyer of Liberty, and the Murtherer of 
Millions. 

But my ObjeGion lyes ftrong agaiaft the 
Depofing the Government ot France, asa 
Kingdom, dividing its Provinces among the 
Confederates, and thelike; as that which 


he Abfolutely deftru€tive of the Princi- 


“ples of Liberty, upon which we ftand in 


England, and which we fay, is the Native 
Right of aj God’s Creation, viz. To be 
governed by their own Confent 
And this Diviflon of France by Conqueft, 
and taking away the Inheritances of the 
eople to divide among the Conquerors, is 
divefting the lawful Proprietors of their 
Property; and fubjeéting them to the Go- 
vernment of another Power againft their 
Will, which feemsto me to be ereéting the 
very Tyranny we depofe, with only the 
Alternative of the Perfons governing. 

2. abfolutely deftruétive to the Ballance 
of Power, which is the general Safety of 
mei and to reftore which this War 
was begun. 

3+ Impraéticable in its felf, the feveral 
Pretensions of Princes, the Clathing of 


their Interefts, the Jealoufies of Powerand 


Trade, and the antiquated Claims of de- 
volv’d Titles and Families, being impoffible 
to be reconcil’d. ees 

Thefe are feme of the Reafons, why I 
argue againft the Allies attempting to thare 
the Dominion of France among them by 
Conqueft, and the Peace and Liberty of 
Europe being not only what we fight for, 
but what we really may find all we want 
in, what have we to propofe farther ? 

But now to explaia my felf, as to Peace 


and Liberty, I muft own, my Notions of 


thefe things may rin higher than other 
Peoples r 
is not againft the Perfon, but the Tyranny __ 
and Ambition of the French King, od os 

Her @ 


Tam of Opinion, our War | j 
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Her Majefty does not a&t againft France 
in a fingle Capacity; ic is nota War a- 
gainft the King of France by the Queen of 
England, tho’ there are perfonal Provoca- 
tions too; but ’tis a War between the Na- 
tions, as at préfent bound by .their own 
Circumftances. Now thould the King of 
France propofe a Peace, it would bea moft 
glorious Claufe to record to future Ages to 
the Honour of the Queen; if Her Majefty 
fhould refufe to treat with him perfonally, 
apd abftrafled trom his People ; but to 
treat with him and his People together, 
to treat with the States of France, or fuch 
Bodies, as/may truly reprefent the People 
of that Kingdom This would be 
reftoring Liberty to Europe; and to France 
in particular. ; 

Ifit be anfwerd, the French have re- 
fign’d Voluntarily afl their Government 
iato the Hands of their Auguft Monarch, 
and in treating with him, youtreat with 
them ; I anfwer, perhaps they are fo re- 
fign’d 5 but I deny that it was voluntary, 
but by Art and Force, gradual Encroach- 
ment, Court Politicks, Bribery, and the 
long Artifice of publick Minifters—And 


if our Attempt upon France, fhould give 


the People opportunity to reaflume their 
Liberty, it will foon appear, whether the 
Surrender of their Privileges was Volun- 
tary or no? 

In eftablifhing the Liberty of Europe, 
the King of France ought to be treated as 
a profefs’d Enemy to it 5 and therefore the 
Kingdom of France, not the King, is to 
be Treated with in fuch a Cafe. 

Nor has Her Majefty any better way 
to return the Indignities, put upon her 
Title, her Crown, and Eftablifh’d Digni- 
ty, by the prefent King of France, than'to 
‘Treat him with fuch juft Contempt, as a 
Perfon not fit to be engag’d with———As 
one, whofe difregard of Solemn Leagues 
and Treaties, has render’d him unfit to 
be depended upon, and below Her Ma- 
jefty’s Regard. : 

Nor is this an unufual Method ; in fore 
mer Days we find the Treaties between 
the Kings of England and France, carried 
on in the fame manner, and in a Treaty 
between Heury MI. of England, and the 


King of France 5 the Nobility of Fréwe; 
gave fecurity for their K ing’s pertorthante 
of the Agreement. = 

And eévén in the Reign of the pre- 
fent King of France, atthe Pyrenean Trea- 
ty, when the King of France Married the 
Infanta of Spain, and by Treaty was to 
Sign the famous Reaunciation of Right 
or Claim to the Crown of Spain, the Spa- 
nifb Ambaffador, Don Lewis de Haro, in- 
fiftedto have the Treaty Signs by all 
the Princes in the Blood, and all che 
Peers of France, the fir of which, and J 
think she laft was done, and a Solemn Oath 
taken For the breach of which, 
Heaven feems to be now calling that Na- 
tion to an account. 

Now under this Treaty, Mr. Obfervator, 
your Propofal, and mine too, may be an- 
{werd If by this Method, the Per- 
fon of the King of France be Rejeéted, 
Depofed, or otherwife handled—If by this 
Treaty, any Province, Territory, or 
Poffefion, conceded’, you are then 
rightfully poffels’d s Thus, and 
thus only the thing may be obtain’d, and 
the Doétrine of National Liberty. be en* 
tirely preferv’d, 

Thus the King of Sweden, obtain’d the 
Dutchy of Pomerania, by the Treaty of: 
Munfter, and the Province of Livonia, by: 
the Treaty of Oliva :: 

As to the Doétrine of Inheritance and: 
the Right of England to the Province of: 
Normandy, or to the Succeffion of Frances, 
I dare not fay, that Succeffion of Blood, 
were it much plainer than can be als 
Jedg’d here, can bea Superfedeas to the: 
confent of the Affembi<d Body of the 
People to be Govern’d, I leave that to. 
ftand upon its owa bottom.
